Chief Executives of the United States 


and Mexico Anxious That Incessant 


W arfare Between Smaller Republics 


Be Ended. 


W ashington, 
Aug. 
29.— P residen t 
R oosevelt and President D iaz simul- 
taneoin Iv have telegraphed notes to 
the presidents of the five republics of 
Central 
America offering 
the good 
offices of the United S ta tes and M exi­ 
co in bringing about a con feren ce of 
the 
republics for 
a d iscu ssion 
of 
peace. 
This announcem ent w as m ade 
W ed n esd ay by Acting S ecretary Atlee 
of the stat* department. It w a s stated 
also that the notes would not be m ade 
public until they had been received 
by the Central A m erican 
sta te s and 
probably not until replies had been 
received. 
The exact tim e of sending 
the n otes was not m ade know n, but it. 
is possib le that replies from som e of 
tho countries already 
h a v e reached 
W a sh in gton and it is b elieved that all 
will l<e here within tw enty-four hours. 
Mr. Adee late W ed n esd a y received 
M inister Coder, charge of the Mexican 
em b a ssy , and they conferred at length 
co n cern in g Central A m erican disputes 
and the ending of the 
a lm o st inces­ 
sant warfare 
betw een the republics. 
N eith er would admit that the Central 
Afnerican republics had been Invited 
to con fei at. W ashington, 
but Senor 
Corea, the Nicaraguan m inister, is au­ 
thority for the statem ent that such 
an invitation soon will be extended. 
In 
fact, 
he telegraphed 
President 
Z elaya to that effect. 
In diplomatic circles it is said that 
n one of the Central A m erican repub­ 
lics can afford to d ecline the proffers 
and that this rn* ans that perm anent 
p eace practically is assured.

overrated. 
It is the result of event, 
he said, as well as of the m en tal and 
moral qualities of the people.
